Hammarskjold told a 
conference the measure @ccept- 
ed by an 80 to 0 vote in the 
Assembly early Thursday night 
was “one of the strongest reso- 
lutions” ever passed by the 
U.N.

one of those large

tion which showed its invalu- 
able contribution to present in- 
ternational politics and diplo- 
macy. The picture we have to 
dav would not have come about 
without the services of this or- 
ganization.” = 

Hammarskjold said if it is 
agreeable to the governments 
concerned, he would leave for 
Amman on Monday and spend 
a week at the Jordanian capital. 
He planned to spend the follow- 
ing weekend in Geneva for the 
opening of the 2nd International 
Conference on the Peaceful Use 
of Atomic Energy. He then will 
return to Amman and then pro- 
ceea to Cairo, 

From that point on, he said, 
his plans were “vague, but they 
will cover Beirut and, I guess, 
also Baghdad.” 

He said he was not certain 
whether he would visit Saudi 
Arabia or Israel. 

Hammarskjold refused to dis- 
close his plans for making the 
“practical arrangements” men- 
tioned in the Arab resolution to 
insure the safetv of Lebanon 
and Jordan so as to “facilitate” 
the withdrawal of U.S. and Brit- 
ish forces. 


Everybody Pleased 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(AP)—Dag Hammarskjold pre- 
pared Friday to embark on an 
Arab-inspired peace mission to 
the Middle East which won 
unanimous approval from the 
U.N. Assembly. 

The Si-nation Assembly com- 
pleted its two-week emergency 
session Thursday night by vot 
ing 80-0 for an all-Arab plan as- 
signing Hammarskjold the job 
of setting up arrangements for 
getting U.S. troops out of Leba- 
non and British forces out of 
Jordan. The Dominican Repub- 
lic was absent. 

The plan guarantees the poli- 
tical and territorial integrity of 
Jordan and Lebanon by reaffir- 
ming Arab pledges to refrain 
from interfering in the dornestic 
affairs of their Arab neighbors. 

Hammarskjold will also un- 
dertake plans for econgmic 
development of the Middle East 
in consultation with the Arab 
States. 

Passage of the 11th-hour plan 
which places main responsibili- 
tv for keeping the peace at the 
door of the Arabs, was hailed 
as a victory for the United Na- 
tions which had faced the pos- 
sibility of no plan or a split 
decision. 

U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles commended the 
Arabs for agreeing on a peace

Satisfied Fujiyama 
Heading Sor Home 


UNITED NATIONS, ¥. 
(AP)—Japanese Foreign sinks. 
ter Alichiro Fujiyama prepared 
to return to Tokyo Friday after 
playing a significant role at the 
U.N. General Assembly’s emer- 
gency special session on the 
Middie East. 

Fujivama was booked on a 
Northwest Orient Airlines 
flight 77, leaving Idlewild Air- 
port at 2:20 p.m. (3:20 a.m, JST 
Saturday). 

Fujivama, who worked tire- 
lessiy for a plan that would 
enable the Arabs to seeK a solu- 
tion of their own problems, was 
delighted at the outcome of the 
emergency session which ended 
Thursday night. 

Fujiyama spoke to more than 
a dozen foreign ministers as- 
sembled here. He declined to 


go along with other draft re- 


solutions which did not have 
the support of the Arab states. 
He was given credit by many 
leading delegates for helping to 
shape up the plans which led 
to an Arab resolution. 

Fujiyama, shortly before his 
departure, rang a Japanese 
“Peace Bell” in the United Na- 
tions Headquarters grounds. He 
struck the first blow at 12:30 
p.m. (1:30 a.m. JST Saturday). 
The bell was a gift of the Japa- 
nese people and was installed 
in May 1954,

Ball Players Good in Field, 
But Strike Out as Workers 


Company baseball players 
make a far better showing on 
the diamond than they do in 
the factory. 

That’s the finding of a year- 
long study carried out by a 
labor efficiency expert of the 
Osaka Industrial Efficiency Re- 


search Laboratory, 
Nobumitsu Ohashi, who car- 
ried out the study, said that 


companies who hire athletes on 
the assumption they make bet- 
ter workers are all wrong. 

He said his study showed that 
the athletes usually made poor 


records when compared with 
ordinary workers. 
They were especially weak 


when it came to jobs involving 


prolonged concentration, he 
said. 

His findings were based on 
studies in a rubber goods plant 
and a steel plant. He compared 
18 baseball team members with 
24 nonathlete workers in the 
rubber plant, and 11 ball play- 
ers with six ordinary workerg 
in the steel plant. 

His survey showed that the 
athletes turned out more de- 
fective products and were gen- 
erally less efficient than their 
fellow workers. The ‘poorest 
records of the ball players were 
made in weldingg where con-

with a grant of ¥330,000 from 


the Education Ministry,

And, finally, the Britsh insist- 
ed that “satisfactory progress” 
must also have been made “to- 
wards the adoption and execu- 
tion of (other) measures of real 
disarmament.”

Iceland May.

LONDON (AP) — Iceland 
threatened Friday to pull out of 
the Atlantic alliance over its 
fishing dispute with Great Brit- 
ain, 

Dr. Kriftinn Gudmundssen, 
Iceland's ambassador to Britain, 
told a news conference Iceland 
will be compelled “to drop out 


of NATO if Britain does not 
behave,” 

Britain has challenged Ice- 
land's right to ban foreign 


trawlers from fishing within 12 
miles of its coast. The ban goes 
into effect Sept. 1. The present 
limit is four miles, 

yudmundssen said Iceland “is 
sticking 100 per cent to its de- 
cision” despite British warnings 
that the Royal Navy intends to 
escort British trawlers. 

Gudmundssen added, how- 
ever, he hoped some agreement 
can be reached before the dead-

GENEVA (UPI)—First leak- 
ages from the secret report 
which made possible the Anglo- 
American nuclear test cutoff 
showed Friday that scientists 
from East and West agreed it 
would take 180 land and sea ob- 
servation posts to control an 
end of nuclear tests.

May Greatly Slash Costs 


U.S. Reactor Runs on 


IDAHO FALLS, Idaho (AP) 
—A large nuclear reactor has 
been operated for the first time 
by plutonium instead of ura- 
nium, 

This may mean great reduc- 
tion in costs of muclear power 
in the future, 

The U.S. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission announced Thursday 
that the materials test reactor 
on its national reactor testing 
station west of here Was suc- 
cessfully put into operation on 
Aug. 9 with plutonium 239 as 
the fuel. ; 

*lutonium Is a synthetic ele- 
ment produced from natural 
uranium by the bombardment 
of a nuclear particle called a 
neutron, 

A samall reactor used pluto 
nium briefiv as a fuel at Los 
Alamos, N.M., in 1948. 

The AEC also announced that 
the test reactor was operated 


successfully with fuel elements 
containing uranium = enriched 
only to 20 per cent and that it 
did the same job as that done 
by a 93 per cent enrichment, 
That's another cut in costs.

“I’m delighted with the test,” 
said Brigadier Leslie Frederick 
Ethelbert Wieler. “It worked 
extremely well.” 

Brig. Wieler is resident gov- 
ernor of the ancient tower and 
the man responsible for safe- 
guarding one of the world’s 
most "faubulous collections of 
jewels. 

“Why didn’t you warn us, sir, 
that it was only practice?” ask- 
ed a Seotiand Yard sleuth. 

“What's the use of having a 
test,” enapped the brigadier,

It was carried out properly. 
all right. 

Shortly after breakfast the 
recorded voice on an automatic 
burglar alarm boomed out in 
Seotiand Yard: 

“Intruders have entered the 
jewel house at the Tower of 
London.” 

At the tower itself, alarm 
gongs clanged like engines rac- 
ing to a threealarm fire. 

Scots Guards jumped to action 
posts at the tower. . . scores 
of Yeomen warders lumbered to

A controversy developed over 
the running of the 800 meters, 
and Britain's Michael Rawson 
was finally declared the winner 
after a delay of three hours.

to last. 


He finished fast, however, to 


beat Norway's Audun Boysen 
by a yard. He was timed in 
1:47.8. When Rawson's dis- 


qualification was announced the 
gold medal went to Boysen, 
who now must turn it over to 
Rawson as a result of the later 
ruling. Britain placed first and 
second in the 400 meters, with 
John Wrighton winning the 
gold medal in a timing of 463 
and John Salisbury second in 
46.5.

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The Leftist Upsurge 


The general public can hardly fail have noticed 
that leftist elements in the nation have become increasing- 
ly active of late and that every opportunity is being seized 
upon to make trouble for the Government and the ordinary 
citizen 

The persons responsible do not fall into any single 
category, but they include Communists, Aocialists, left- 
wing labor and student groups, and in some cases, we regret 
to say, disgruntled Government servant The only real bond 
between these groups seems to be a general dissatisfaction 
with their lot in life and the mistaken notion that their 
condition can be improved hy violent demonstration, 
strikes and various me Mani of the law. The activi- 
ties of these people are usually designated by themselves 
as “struggles,” even when it is not entirely clear for what 
they are “struggling.” 


to 


The doings of Moscow and Peiping are generally held 
up among these elements as being highly admirable but in 
some cases it is doubtful whether they can be dubbed 
Communist fellow travelers. They appear to have seized 
upon certain leftist doctrines and allowed themselves to 
be nursed into a belligerent attitude, but of constructive 
ideas few are to be found. Opposition ta the rating of 
school teachers has been taken up more as a convenient 
stick with which to beat the Government than anything 
else. Clamor against nuclear weapon tests—although ob- 
jection to these is no doubt well founded—has been twist- 
ed to serve leftist political objections and spiced with laudda- 
tion of Soviet Russian proposals. 

The General Council of Trade Unions (Sohyo) has elect- 
ed to center its September offensive around the fight 
against the enforcement of the teachers’ efficiency rating 
system. Plans proposed to this end amovnt to direct 
defiance of the Government and wanton disregard of the 
public interest. One of these plans is that the children 
of all workers are to be urged not to attend classes at 
schools where the rating system for teachers is enforced. 
Mothers are to be pestered not to send their children to 
such schools while attempts are to be made to dissuade 
school principals from sending in efficiency rating reports 
to education committees. In October Sohyo plans to press 
for the establishment of a minimum wage system and 
restoration of diplomatic relations with Red China while 
November will be devoted to a fight for shorter working 
hours and a further drive against nuclear weapon tests. 
The spring offensive is to be launched earlier than usual, 
namely, at the end of February. 


The latest example of workers taking the law into their 
own hands is seen in the move to prevent the unloading 
of the Oerlikon-56 guided missiles that have arrived at 
Yokohama aboard the NYK ship Arima Maru. 

These guided missiles were purchased by the Defense 
Agency from a Swiss firm for ¥360 million and are in- 
tended for research purposes. The “Joint Struggle Coun- 
cil,” created for the purpose of endeavoring to prevent 
the entry into Japan of these missiles, has gone to extreme 
lengths and it seems scandalous that any body of men 
should be able to take it upon themselves to prevent the 
landing of articles ordered by a government department. 


The advisability or not of the purchase of these mis- 
siles is quite another matter but that also is a question for 
the Government and the Diet and not for private indi- 
viduals, “The fact that the Oerlikon was chosen shows 
that Japan does not intend to use nuclear weapons,” a 
spokesman of the Defense Agency stated. “It is a very 
efficient ground-to-air interceptor which needs no nuclear 
warhead.” Consequently the allegation that the import of 
the Oerlikon would violate Prime Minister Kishf's state- 
ments that nuclear weapons would not be used by Japan, 
any forward by the “Struggle Committee,” has no basis 
n fact. 


Nevertheless, it seems that if Japan is ever to provide 
for her own defense in an adequate manner she must be 
free to use weapons that are not inferior to those in use 
by other nations. But this also is a question with which 
only the Government and the Diet can deal and it is far 
beyond the competence of longshoremen, students or leftist 
agitators to decide. The whole question of Japan’s de- 
fense will eventually need to be gone into in a cool and 
dispassionate manner. It must be studied from both a 
national and an international point of view and all deci- 
sions must be taken in the light of cold present-day facts. 


We cannot conceal our disappointment that the work- 
ers’ movement in this country should have allowed itself 
to be dominated by men whose hearts seem to be in Mos- 
cow rather than with their own country and who are 
always prepared to take a one-sided political view of any 
circumstances that may arise. We fear that organized 
labor will never be able to achieve much good for itself 
while it remains tied to the behests of such leaders. 


Trade Suspension and After 


Idea That Business Is Separate From Politics Needs Restudy 


Pressure is on for resump- 
tion of trade relations with 
Communist China. More than 
three months after Communist 
China angrily broke off ties 
with Japan subsequent to an al- 
leged flag-insulting Incident of 
early May, various moves have 
been made in the meantime to 


urge the Government to shed 
its “wait-and-see” attitude. 
In the current campaign for 


the Upper House by-election in 
Fukuoka Prefecture, Socialist 
chairman Mosaburo Suzuki, the 
opposition leader, said that the 
stalemate over the China trade 
issue would “agvravate the cur- 
rent economic recession and 
bring about the downfall of the 
Kishi Cabinet.” Echoing § the 
Chinese pronouncements, Suzu- 
ki serted that Kishi 
was unable to change his polil- 
cy because of the commitment 
he made last year during his 
Visit to the United States.

What the Chinese Commu- 
nists themselves are stating so 
clearly is discounted or eluding

Among the numer- 
ous items of luxury he prohibit- 
ed were ginger roots. They im- 
mediately disappeared from 
shops and markets. 

One day when Shogun Ienari 


was having his meal, he noticed 


that his fish did not have the 
sual grated ginger roots. So 
he questioned his attendants. 
The shogun’s wish was not to 
be denied, even though he did 
not know that ginger was 
prohibited. 

An official was immediately 


sent to the vegetable market at 
Nihonbashi for them. A whole- 
saler fortunately had them stor- 
ed and hidden in his under- 
ground warehouse he could 
not them openly. So lIe- 
nari had his ginger roots, but 
as he later learned,that he was 
violating an antiluxury law 
issued in his own name, he 
ordered that the roots be taken 
off the prohibition list so that 
he would not be criticized. 

But the news that the shogun 
did not know that ginger was 
among the prohibited luxuries 
reached the ears of the people, 
who took it up as a means ‘to 
attack Mizuno who was unpopu- 
lar. They said that Mizuno act- 
ed presumptuously, and with- 
out consulting the shogun, issu- 
ed the antiluxury order. As 
the public voice rose against 
him, it became difficult for him 
to remain in his post. So he 
was obliged t& resign.
